DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Actors Bob Balaban and Alec Baldwin were 
seen chattering away on a subway car going 
from Southampton to Water Mill with Stuart 
Match Suna, Anne Chaisson and_ David 
Nugent last Wednesday, but our spotter 
was not close enough to hear what it was 
all about. 


NOW IT CAN BE TOLD 
Several riders who care about these things 
have noticed that we slow the train down going 
around the bend at Trout Pond in Noyac more 
than we used to and that the rest of the line 
seems to have sped up. They are not wrong 
about this. And we have not written about this, 
but now we have to. 

For four months now, a family of piping plover 
birds, which are endangered, have been nesting 
next to the third rail in the tunnel just below 


Trout Pond, and we decided, back then, to just 
slow the subway train down to a crawl as we 
approached this nest and continue that way 
until we were past so as not to disturb them. 
To accommodate this, Subway Commissioner 
Aspinall instructed the motormen to speed 
up on the rest of the route, from the allowable 
maximum of 38 miles and hour to an allowable 
maximum of 41 miles an hour. We hoped people 
would not notice. 

Three weeks ago, a second family of piping 
plovers built a nest on this curve just a 
hundred yards down from the first. To facilitate 
this new nest, it would be necessary to slow 
down twice as long and to increase maximum 
speeds to a very dangerous 43 miles an hour 
elsewhere, and the Commissioner rejected this 
approach. Instead, he bought large nets and 
gave them to half a dozen workmen, instructing 
them to scoop up the plovers and _ nests 
and set them free, perhaps, along the 
shores of the pond overhead. They were 
unsuccessful on the first day, with the birds 
fluttering around escaping them, and on the 
second day the police came and arrested 
the workmen. 


Not only is there a fine connected with 
this, there is also jail time for tampering with 
endangered species. Commissioner Aspinall 
says he only “asked” the workmen to do this, 
and never would have them break any laws, 
whatever they might have been, so the 12 
workmen, “The Plover 12” as they are now called, 
are under the gun. Donations to help them pay 
their legal bills should be sent to The Plover 12, 
Hampton Subway Headquarters, Ponquogue 
Avenue, Hampton Bays. Do not send cash. 

Until then, the subways on the rest of the line 
will have a top speed of 40 miles an hour. Just 
hang on tight. 


AS WE GO TO PRESS: 

We’ve now been informed that an infestation 
of endangered Croatian Mollusks has been 
found not alongside, but on top of, the third 
rail between Southampton and Water Mill. They 
seem to enjoy the electricity there, as they are 
glowing and warm to the touch. But don’t you 
do that.

TRIVIAL EMERGENCY 

Emergency medical personnel responded last 
week to the scene of a popular local trivia 
contest after receiving reports that a participant 
in the contest had collapsed after suffering from 
acute trivia shock (ATS). ATS is a recognized 
medical condition where the victim, often a 
male with a nervous disposition, suddenly goes 
into a cataleptic state, usually upon realizing 
that neither he nor his teammates (if he’s a 
member of a trivia team) know the answer 
to some obscure question posed in a trivia 
contest. It can also occur at any point in a 
trivia contest when the answer to an obscure 
question is revealed and the victim realizes that 
he “knew that but the question was phrased in 
a misleading way.” The victim in this instance 
of ATS was partially revived and then was 
removed to a waiting ambulance, babbling 
incoherently about who won the World Series 
in 1973. Health officials issued a statement 
warning trivia contest participants to be on the 
lookout for symptoms of ATS, which include 
insensitivity to physical stimulation, muscular 
rigidity, and occasional drowsiness. 


BLESSING BECOMES BEASTLY 

The Feast of St. Francis nearly became a feast 
of a different kind at Georgica Chapel over the 
weekend, as the chapel’s annual Blessing of the 
Animals was disrupted by a ravening triceratops 
that broke out of its cage and began chasing 
the numerous kittens, puppies and sheep— 
pets that people had brought to the chapel to 
receive a blessing. The massive triceratops, 
one of the herd of triceratops that were cloned 
and artificially produced from prehistoric DNA 
and inadvertently released around Georgica 
Pond in a well-publicized accident several years 
back, had been brought to the Blessing of 
tthe Animals in what seemed to be a sturdy 
cage by its owner, Reese Kriecher. Kriecher 
claims that he has successfully tamed the wild 
beast, although Kriecher himself has suffered 
numerous injuries 
in recent years as a result of handling the 
dinosaur—a male of the species whom Kriecher 
calls “Topper.” 

Despite the training Topper has received, 
apparently the sight of so much potential 
prey awakened his baser instincts, and he 
easily broke free from his cage and made after 
the other creatures, scattering them in every 
direction.

The Fishing Disaster at Montauk That Changed the Rules 


BY DAN RATTINER 


n the afternoon of September 1, 1951, a 

boating accident took place off Montauk 
Point so terrible that for nearly a half-century, 
the people of that town didn’t want to talk about 
it. The reason was that the town had only a few 
years earlier begun to become a tourist town. 
The first motel had been opened in 1950 by Sam 
Cox. Forty more were to get built during the 
1950s and 1960s. And so there was this tourist 
economy. The last thing that anybody wanted 
the tourists to know about were the details of 
this tragedy. It was all best left unsaid. 

The situation in Montauk that year was 
complicated, to say the least. A fishing village 
had formed up on Lake Montauk where none had 
been before. Nearly 30 years earlier, millionaire 
Carl Fisher had dynamited a waterway between 
the lake and Long Island Sound as part of 
a resort he had planned to build but never 
completed. The result, as far as the fishermen in 
town were concerned, was that there now was 
a harbor where fishing boats could safely dock, 
sheltered from the elements. In 1951, up in 


the harbor, several restaurants, bait-and-tackle 
shops and marinas for the boats had opened. 
There was another place in Montauk, however, 
open to the sea, where fishing boats could also 
dock, and this was at a big pier in Fort Pond 
Bay. Just a few years earlier, during the war, the 
government had built a large military facility 
on the bay to test torpedoes they would use 
to sink German U-boats. These torpedoes were 
built in factories in Brooklyn and Queens, put 
in boxcars on the Long Island Rail Road, and 
shipped out to the very end of the railroad line 
to this Navy base on Fort Pond Bay in Montauk. 
There, just 100 yards from the beach, the 
torpedoes could be rolled into the backs of 
trucks and transported to small motorboats 
docked at this big pier. The testing of them was 
quite primitive. They’d be taken, unarmed, out 
into the bay aboard the motorboats, dropped 
in the water and switched on so as to head off 
to a particular buoy. With a seaplane circling 
around above to monitor their progress, the 
Navy could tell if the torpedoes hit the buoy 
or not. Those that failed would be returned to 
the factory to be adjusted. (Cont'd on next page)

Those that succeeded would return on railroad 
cars to be handed over to the Navy in the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. 

Of course, when the war was won, there was 
no need for any torpedo testing station. The 
Navy moved out but left the buildings and pier 
standing. If someone else wanted to find a use 
for this newly built facility, all they had to do 
was ask. And someone did. 

In 1950 some entrepreneurs converted the 
building at the end of the pier into a facility 
they called “Fishangri-La.” It was named for a 
mythical island in the Pacific. The Navy had, 
during the war, bombed Tokyo from some 
unknown runway in the Pacific. President 
Roosevelt said it was the Island of Shangri-La. 
Fishangri-La consisted of a bar, a restaurant, a 
marina with boat slips, a boathouse repair shop 
and a nautical souvenir shop. With marketing to 
the city, this facility was an instant success. Avid 
fishermen in Queens, Brooklyn and western 
Long Island would get up at 4 o’clock in the 
morning, put on their fishing gear, drive down 
to Jamaica or Bay Shore and board what the 
railroad promoted as the Fishermen’s Special, a 
high-speed cannonball train that took veya 
directly to Montauk. 

There are famous photos of these fishermen, 
in the dark at seven in the morning, racing 
across the railroad tracks to the charter and 
open fishing boats that now had begun to dock 
at the pier to accommodate this new business. 
There were about 20 of them by the summer of 
1951. Each could hold 30 or 40 fishermen. There 
were thus on some occasions 800. fishermen,

many of them already full of beer and whiskey, 
rushing to find their spot on a boat. Nobody 
wanted to be disappointed in the race to the 
boats for a spot at a railing to go out to sea to 
bring in the bluefish, porgies and cod that could 
be had by the bagful only a half-hour off the 
Montauk Lighthouse. 

The children and grandchildren of many 
sport-fishing captains today in Montauk mark 
1950 as the beginning of popular sport fishing 
at Montauk. But there is no more Fishshangri- 
La, and there is more use of the old abandoned 
pier that juts out into Fort Pond Bay today. The 
fishing captains anchor their boats today at the 
fishing village by the jetties to Lake Montauk. 
What happened on September 1, 1951 ended 
that time on Fort Pond Bay. 

Early on that morning, a Saturday, the 
Fishermen’s Special arrived at Montauk, and 
the men, cheering and running, headed over 
to the pier to climb aboard the boats as they 
always did. 

There are photographs of the boats leaving 
the pier on that morning. Nearest to the camera 
is the ship Pelican, a 42-foot charter boat. It is 
jammed all along the railings on both sides with 
fishermen—you have a hind view of this ship as 


it heads out to sea, the rest of the fleet heading 
off ahead of it—and nobody is giving a second 
thought that there might be trouble. 

The Pelican was the last one out that morning, 
because one of its two 100-horsepower Chrysler 
engines was not working. Captain Eddie Carroll 
could get along with just one. But he’d have to 
go slower. It was important to him, as it was to 
every other captain, that all the fishermen on 
that pier have a good time out at sea aboard 
the boats. Think about it. They’d come all the 
way out on the Fishermen’s Special. Would it be 
possible there were not enough boats? On that 
morning, there were almost not enough, though | 
the captains could thank Captain Carroll for 
going out when he should likely not have. 

The sun had risen by the time the Pelican had 
limped out as far as the Montauk Lighthouse. 
Carroll had known before he left that he’d 
be staying behind, close to shore, where the 
others would be headed 10 and 20 miles out 
into Block Island Sound. You would think he 
would have told that information to all the 
fishermen when they boarded his boat. But by 
the accounts of those who survived what soon 
happened, he did not. 

They were underway 20 minutes when they 
passed all the sport fishermen in front of their 
camper busses on the beach at Shagwong 
Point, already casting their lines, when Captain 
Carroll told them about his bum engine and 
how they’d be sticking close to shore and not 
venture far out to sea. There were collective 
groans. But hey, they were fishing and there 
was lots to be caught off (Continued on page 36)

Celebrity Gas 


It Drifts in the Window & Changes Everyone in the Room

n the mid-1950s, when I came here as a 

teenager, this place was a sleepy little 
backwater where a dog could lie down on 
the white line in the middle of the road. The 
_ Stores all closed on Sunday and everybody 
went to church. People worked the farms, went 
lobstering or fishing. The town centers were 
filled with mom and pop stores. 

] really loved the towns. There were a few 
celebrities tucked away in the woods. We were 
proud they’d chosen to live here. If we saw one 
in town, we’d pretend we didn’t see him. Let 
him have his privacy. 

Today, the Hamptons are filled with celebrities 
and billionaires going to private parties where 
Paparazzi shoot pictures and the guests are 
enthralled. What is this all about, anyway? 
Then it started happening to me. One day | 
walked into a room and the people, instead of 
saying, “Hi Dan,” said instead, to one another, 
“Look! It’s Dan! Of Dan’s Papers!” Then I realized 
that just five minutes earlier, Michael J. Fox 
had walked through that room. Everyone was 
still awed. 

I called it the Celebrity Gas. It would descend 
into a room when a celebrity arrived, linger a 


bit after he left so people could bestow it on the 
next person, but then, after someone opened a 
window to let the celebrity gas escape, it would 
be over. 

This was a fairly unsatisfactory explanation 
of this phenomenon, but I think yesterday and 
today | experienced it in its purest form. 

My wife Chris and I have been traveling 
through the Irish countryside by car. Yesterday, 
we drove into a charming 12th-century town 
called Cashel, located in Tipperary County, and 
stopped and got out to look around. Almost 
every window of every pub, restaurant, clothing 
store, antique shop and meat market was 
festooned with blue-and-yellow pennants and 
blue-and-yellow banners and flags of a sports 
team called Tipperary. We knew it was a team 
because the shield on the banner had what 
looks like crossed hockey sticks. But this was 
summer. We asked someone. 

“They are playing Saturday,” we were told. 

“Where?” we asked. 

“Dublin, it’s the finals.” 

In a restaurant I asked a waitress what sport 
this was. She said. hurling, but it was in a 
thick Irish brogue, and we thought it might be 
curling. But it couldn’t be curling. Curling is 
played on ice. 
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“Is it anything like baseball?” I asked the 
waitress when she returned. 

“It’s complicated.” 

Of course, I went to read the newspapers. 
There are half a dozen Irish daily newspapers. 
In the sports section of every one of them, we 
found pages and pages about this upcoming 
match. Millions would watch it on TV. Hurling, 
it turns out, is the national sport. It’s also a 
sport only played in Ireland. And this was for 
the national championship. 

A taxi driver explained it to me. “It’s like your 
World Cup,” he said. “Or your Super Bowl. I'll 
put it this way. Tomorrow at 5 p.m., everything 
will shut down in Ireland.” 

I decided | could get into this. 

The next day, we stayed in Kilkenny at a 
fancy hotel. Before breakfast, up in our room, 
I read up on the game. All papers had it front 
page. Flipping through one, I found five pages 
of stories about the game, about the health of 
one of the star players, a strategy interview 
with the coach of Kilkenny, a feature analyzing 
the two team’s playing style. Kilkenny has won 
35 national championships. Tipperary had only 
won twice in the past two decades. They were 
the underdogs. But they had a chance. Another 
article gave brief histories (Cont'd on next page) 
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of each player. Another article was titled “The 
Road to the Final” and listed the scores of each 
game played and who it was against. There was 
an interview with several stars of the teams. 
And there were predictions by each of five 
sportswriters working for this one newspaper, 
The Irish Independent. Four said Kilkenny would 
win. One said Tipperary. 

I made it clear to Chris that at 5 p.m. would 
be watching this match. We would be arriving 
at a new hotel in a new town that afternoon. | 
had already called ahead to confirm they had a 
pub in the hotel. That’s where I'd be. 

“You can watch if you want,” I told her. 

“lll watch part of it,” she said cautiously. 

After reading the papers, we went to this fancy 
hotel’s breakfast room. It had a Romanesque 


motif. The waiters and the maitre de were in 
uniform. We were led to a table, and we ordered. 

And then I saw that at the very next table 
there were two young men wearing the blue- 
and-yellow Tipperary uniforms. They were from 
the team. Wow! And the celebrity gas came over 
to me. 

“Look over there,” I whispered. “And don’t 
say anything.” 

“So?” 

“I think those are players for Tipperary. What 
are they doing down here, three hours from 
Dublin, if they are playing at 5 today? I’m going 
to ask them.” 

“Don’t embarrass them,” Chris said. 

I got up and strode over. They looked up. 

“You playing later today?” I asked. 
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A celebrity sighting in Ireland...or is it? 


“Yup,” one said. 

“Just want to wish you luck. Go, Tip.” 

They nodded. | tripped over my feet going 
back to our table. “It’s them,” I hissed to Chris. 

She said nothing. 

“I forgot to ask them why they were here 
when they should be up there.” 

She continued to say nothing. 

I took out my iPhone, balanced it behind the 
little vase full of flowers in the center of the 
table where they couldn’t see it, and focused 
the camera at them. As it turned out, I got only 
one of them. (It’s the picture that accompanies 
this story.) They were paying their bill. One of 
them signed the bill the waitress had set down, 
then picked it up and showed it to the other, 
perhaps looking to see if the second agreed that 
the tip was right. 

“I think he’s looking to see if the tip was 
right,” I said. 

The second person nodded, the first put it 
back down. Then they left. 

After that, as we were eating, it occurred to 
me I had gotten myself all excited about a sport 
I had never seen played and knew nothing 
about, had made a decision of who I would 
root for, would spend two hours later that day 
cheering Tipperary on with dozens of other 
people in a pub with every chair turned toward 
the TV over the bar, and the whole time trying 
to recognize who I had just taken a picture of at 
breakfast. 

And I did that. What a wonderful game. These 
30 young men, barreling around between the 
goalposts bordering a field even bigger than a 
soccer field, spent the whole two hours beating 
one another with sticks while trying to get 
the ball, about the size of a hardball, either 
between the goalposts or into a net under the 
goalposts. And no, I could not recognize my 
friend from breakfast. But I did notice they all 
wore numbers on their shirts. | took my phone 
out and looked at the picture. Dammit, his arm 
was across his numbers. Final score, Killkenny 
2-17, Tipperary 2-14. 

Going to the locker room to comfort my new 
friend was out of the question. I hoped he’d be 
okay. And so, after the requisite rattling of the 
chairs, we all got up and left.

he Hamptons International Film Festival 

was founded in 1993 with the showing of 
a dozen or so new films at the East Hampton 
cinema over one October weekend. It was a 
modest affair, organized by Joyce Robinson, 
who was a former Hollywood casting director 
with a summer home here. But then, one day 
several years later, something happened that 
_ made me realize that the festival had come 
of age. 

I was walking along in front of the East 
Hampton Theater on Main Street that weekend 
when off in the distance I thought I saw a giant 
butterfly coming down the street. I stopped to 
watch. It got closer. And soon it arrived at the 
curb just in front of the theater. It was a slender 
young woman on a bicycle with a spangled 
bikini, a crown and these colorful five-foot-tall 
wings that fluttered when she pedaled and 
came to a halt when she stopped. 

She had arrived. I had arrived. And the film 
festival was now enjoying one of the first film 
promotions put together for everyone to enjoy. 
I do not recall the name of the film. And I don’t 
know if it won any awards. But | recall what 
happened. She’d stay a while, talk to people, 
then flutter off down the street and pedal 
back. And then the police came, apparently 
at the instruction of the mayor, and after 
explaining to her there were all sorts of local 
ordinances she was violating (although they 
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couldn't explain exactly which ones they were), 
they escorted this cute butterfly out toward 
Wainscott from the direction she had come. 

I watched this and | thought, the Hamptons 
International Film Festival has arrived. 

Nearly 20,000 people come to the festival 
every year. There are more than 100 films 
shown—murders, horror, documentaries, 
comedies, short features—they are almost 
all new and all the people, or many of the 
people, who either made them, starred in them, 
produced them or filmed them, are here, hoping 
to impress some film company executives 
enough to get them to sign on the dotted line 
to bring what they made to a movie screen 
near you. 

Over the years, many new films shown here 
have gone on to fame and fortune or, sometimes, 
one but not the other. They have included 
12 Years a Slave, 127 Hours, Amour, Argo, The 
Artist, Black Swan, Casino Jack, The Cooler, The 
Girl Who Kicked the Hornet’s Nest, Hotel Rwanda, 
How to Survive a Plague, Kill Your Darlings, The 
King’s Speech, Kinsey, Labor Day, The Messenger, 
My Week with Marilyn, Nebraska, Paperman, 
Philomena, Pollock, Searching for Sugar Man, 
Silver Linings Playbook, Slumdog Millionaire, 
Solitary Man, The Triplets of Belleville, Up in the 
Air and The Wrestler.

predicting what is the best. At the end of 
the weekend, among other things, there 
are Audience Awards given at the end of 
the festival. What fun! 

It’s not easy to choose the best, though. 
There are as many as five screenings at one of 
14 theaters around the Hamptons every day 
(this includes multiplexes) from Thursday to 
Monday. Nobody expects you to, and surely 
nobody hopes you will, try to watch every 
single film in five days, but you could try. 

The list of famous actors who have attended 
HIFF to speak of what they have done or 
to just enjoy what others have done is long 
and remarkable, and it includes Danny Aiello, 
Alan Alda, Joan Allen, Robert Altman, Julie 
Andrews, Kevin Bacon, Alec Baldwin, Harry

the lighthouse. 

The trouble came all of a sudden. It started 
as a small summer shower. There had been no 
prediction of bad weather that morning. This 
was asmall thing. It would pass soon. Some of the 
fishermen went intothecabinto get out oftherain 
for those few minutes. Others remained where 
they were. 

And then, as the sky began to clear and the 
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summer shower began to give way, a great 
rogue wave appeared further out offshore, off 
on the starboard side. It was coming right at 
them and it was clear to everyone that it would 
hit the boat broadside. There was nothing 
Captain Carroll could do; no way he could turn 
to face the wave so it safely could lift them 
up from the bow and over the top. They’d 
have to take it as it came. Captain Carroll 
shouted to everyone to hang on. And they did. 
The wave arrived 15 feet high, slammed into 
the boat broadside, and then continued on, 
leaving them, remarkably, still afloat, though 
terrified. This wave had rolled the boat way 
over to the port side. It had righted itself. 
They were okay. But now, off in the distance, 
they could see there was _ another

one coming. 

Carroll went to the radio in the wheelhouse 
and shouted out on an emergency channel what 
was going on. But no one was anywhere near 
his ship. 

As for the passengers, they now all ran 
to the port side of the ship, away from the 
approaching wave, desperate to be on that 
side of the boat when the wave came. The boat 
tipped to port just from the weight of all the 
men rushing to that side. And then the second 
rogue wave hit and they were upside down, the 
men, screaming and shouting, thrown into the 
water. Only a few had time to strap on life vests. 
The rest just went in with their fishing gear. It 
was chaos. 

There was no third rogue wave, by the 
testimony of the survivors. But there was blood 
in the water and people splashing around or 
lying facedown, drowning or drowned already. 
The ship remained upside down, partially 
sinking at the stern. Men were in the cabin and 
could not get out. Men were in the wheelhouse 
and could not get out. 

It would be nearly an hour before the 
upside-down hull of the Pelican was first 
observed by other boatmen who had heard 
the brief cry for help. And it was by accident 
that they found the Pelican. The captain, 
who did not survive, had not had time 
to give out his coordinates. The hull 
was found floating just offshore the 
Montauk Lighthouse. Only a few people, 
alive, were still hanging onto its 
floating bottom. 

In the end, 45 of the known 62 people on 
board the Pelican that morning died. Many of 
the bodies, found floating, were fished out of 
the water and taken to Fishangri-La only 10 
miles away, to be laid out on the dock or in the 
bar for identification. 

With that tragedy, the railroad stopped 
running the Fishermen’s Special to Fishangri- 
La. And after Labor Day, Fishangri-La closed 
for the season. The next summer it reopened 
again but was not the same. After that, it closed 
for good. 

All the fishing boats that had set out from 
there now moved over to the Lake Montauk 
fishing village. And the buildings of Fishangri- 
La became abandoned. An inquest was 
held, and the Coast Guard said that, had 
Carroll survived, he could have been found 
negligent in not directing the fishermen to 
balance the boat and in not radioing for help 
in time. 

Before the year was out, the Coast Guard was 
considering strict new rules about how many 
passengers could be taken out on a fishing boat. 
There had been no rules about vessels under 15 
tons before this. 

Montauk went into a mourning period that 
lasted half a year, and after that, another 
half-century when nobody wanted to talk 
about it. 

In 1960, just nine years after the Pelican 
catastrophe, I started Dan’s Papers and 
The Montauk Pioneer and began publishing 
some of the remarkable stories about 
historical events in that town. When it came 
to the Pelican, however, | was told just 
one thing. 

“Stay away from that story,” people said.

as news and features on television. The docs 
also reflect a democratic leveling of the field 
because filmmakers can now deliver what, 25 
years ago, would have required more expensive 
equipment and extensive editing time. 

HIFF kicks off with 125 spectacular screenings, 
main features and shorts, starting October 9 
when Guild Hall leads off with the wistful, wacky 
St. Vincent with Melissa McCarthy, Bill Murray, 
Naomi Watts and young Jaeden Lieberher. The 
comedy about what it means to grow up was 
2nd runner up as “People’s Choice Award for 
Best Film” at the 2014 Toronto International 
Film Festival. Southampton will have its own 
opening night with Wild, which stars Reese 
Witherspoon as Cheryl Strayed, who hiked the 
Pacific Coast Trail on a path of self discovery. 

As Nugent points out, this year’s festival, the 
22nd annual, will not be bigger than ever, but for 
that very reason, it will be better. In 2012, HIFF 
had a lineup of 99 features. In 2013, it cut back 
to 75, and the reduction proved successful. 
Concentration led to more selectivity, resulting 
in more attendees at each screening. The new 
number of 75 for the main films will hold. 

As usual, U.S. premieres abound, many 
trailing clouds of glory from debuts abroad. 
These include the thriller Elephant Song, The 
Imitation Game about Alan Turing, Laggies with 
Keira Knightley, Sophie Barthes’s adaptation of 
Madame Bovary, as well as Nightcrawler, Song 
One, The Last Impresario, Dancing Arabs and the 
Swedish drama Force Majeure. Also abounding 
are World Cinema premieres, films from 
more than 29 countries, including Banksy Does 
New York, Wildlike, My Italian Secret and The 
Forgotten Heroes. 

HIFF must be doing something right. As 
Nugent points out, an overwhelming number 
of films first shown at HIFF go on to win major 
awards, including Best Picture at the Oscars. 
In the past six years, in fact, HIFF films have 
received 150 Oscar nominations. And related 
special events keep growing, such as HIFF’s 
fourth annual Rowdy Talks (held at Rowdy Hall 
in East Hampton on October 10, 11 and 12, from 
10-11 a.m.), with prominent panelists from the 
entertainment industry discussing hot topics 
such as how video-on-demand has affected 
movie distribution. Variety is also back for a 
third year, hosting “10 Actors to Watch,” with 
moderator Steven Gaydos to talk about what it 
means to be a Breakthrough Performer. So turn 
off your TV and get read for big events on the

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Plant & Sing Celebrates Music, Harvest on Shelter Island

here’s a symphony of sorts continuously 

playing at Sylvester Manor—the creak of 
trees in the wind, the quick splash of birds taking 
off from the Gardiner’s Creek waters running 
along the property, the bah-ing of sheep, the 
pop of falling black walnuts. Music has a natural 
home at the centuries-old property. 

“Nothing brings a community together like 
music,” says Bennett Konesni, founder of 
Sylvester Manor Educational Farm, standing 
between the manor house and the creek, 
envisioning the grounds filled with musicians 
and a cacophony of voices. The current serenity 
is cracked only by his palpable excitement at 


the impending Plant & Sing festival, where that . 


scene will come to life this weekend. 

“Dear Farmers, Eaters, Songsters, Families, 
Neighbors and Friends” the Plant & Sing invite 
reads, welcoming all to a fall tradition that goes 
back six years but also centuries. “It’s the harvest 
festival made new,” says Konesni, the nephew 
of Eben Fiske Ostby, whose family has passed 
Sylvester Manor down through generations 
since the mid-1600s. Ostby transferred it to the 
nonprofit educational farm over the past few 
years with the goal of keeping the history of the 
land and the manor alive, while also taking it 
into the future. Plant & Sing gives the public a 
chance to immerse itself in that vision. 

A bluegrass and American-music festival 
headlined by-Martha Wainwright and Lucy 
Wainwright Roache, Plant & Sing expands the 
fun well beyond the live performances. The 
day starts with early morning yoga in Windmill 
Field, followed by planting garlic for next year’s 
crop and shucking dry beans (yes, the public is 
encouraged to join in for both activities), after 
which the music begins down by the waterside 
‘stage. There are talks on farming and food, 
poets standing alongside farmers and other 
revelers indulging in food and drink and the 
celebration of local on an intimate scale. 

“County fairs and state fairs have gotten kind 
of overdone and away from their roots, which 
was you got farmers and neighbors together 
and celebrated with music and dance and 
simple fun, good fun, and that’s part of what we 
want to do with ours,” Konesni says. “I call it a 
harvest festival made new, but you could just as 
well call it a harvest festival made old—which is 
perfect for Sylvester Manor.” 

It’s not every day that people from any and 
all walks of life get to put crops into a field of a 
working farm, particularly one with this lineage 
and forward-looking dedication to leading-edge 
organic practices. “It is so important to just 
get people out into the fields, dirt under their 
fingernails. There’s a couple things it does for 
people. One, it connects them with the food in 
a really direct way, and then when they eat it 
they remember the experience and it makes it a 
richer, better meal. 

“There are also really good lessons that 
happen on farms, and | think that’s a really big 
change in our education in this country,” he 
continues. “A hundred years ago, 70% of the 
people were learning their lessons on farms— 
lessons about life, about how life worked, how to 
get projects done, the kinds of lessons we don’t 
really get in a classroom. So as an educational 
farm we give people the opportunity to come 


learn some of those lessons—the value of 
working together as a team and a community. 
That’s applicable no matter what you’re 
going to do in your life. So we give people 
that experience.” 

The experience connected to the second 
part of the Plant & Sing name is unique among 
harvest festivals, as Konesni and his wife, 
Edith Gawler, lead everyone in singing while 
working, just as farmers and field hands have 
for centuries. Konesni grew up in a farming 
community in Maine and worked as a deckhand 
on tall ships, where sea shanties first exposed 
him to the work-song culture. He has now been 
researching the role of music—work songs 
in particular—in farming and food systems

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around the world for nearly 15 years, and has 
dedicated himself and Sylvester Manor to not 
only continuing the practice but celebrating its 
relevance today. 

“When you get into this place when you’re 
working and it’s like, This is misery, this is just 
drudgery, we've got another 300 feet of crops to 
go, the music just helps you throw the switch in 
your head where, it’s not play, but somewhere 
between work and play,” he says. “And that’s 
the spot you want to be, wherever you work, 
whatever you do.” @@.

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Hamptons Restaurant Gardens: As “Local” As It Gets

easonal vegetables. Fresh picked. Straight 
from the garden. Right off the vine. Still 
damp with the dew. Still warm from the sun. 

However you choose to say it, there are few 
food ideas that have caught on in recent years 
more completely than farm-to-table cooking. 
High-end diners who used to demand truffles 
direct from France now demand to know that 
their arugula was grown close by. High-end 
restaurant chefs who used to scour distant 
shores for rare or exotic ingredients now sing 
the praises of fresh, locally grown cauliflower. 
And those chefs, rather than basing their menus 
on food they’re flying in from remote places, are 
basing their menus on food that’s growing in 
their own place. 

Or maybe on food that’s growing right 
outside their kitchen door. The latest sign 
of the increasing interest in the local and 
seasonal is the return of the traditional kitchen 
garden. In the last few years, several Hamptons 
restaurants have begun to devote time and 
their own outdoor space to agriculture, planting 
herbs and vegetables and taking the idea of 
farm-to-table to the next level. It’s a trend 
that perfectly combines the area’s farming 
history with its current status as a destination 
for foodies. 

One of the more visible kitchen gardens is 
the one at Fresh Hamptons, chef Todd Jacobs’ 
celebrated Bridgehampton restaurant. His 
tidy kitchen garden, planted in neat raised

beds on the front yard of Fresh Hamptons 
on the Bridgehampton-Sag Harbor Turnpike, 
provides him with fresh herbs, mesclun, and 
Swiss chard. Over the summer, thanks to his 
gardener Phil Manzo, Jacobs provided his 
patrons with an abundance of garden delights— 
among them two different kinds of cucumber 
as well as heirloom burgundy tomatoes, three 
varieties of beans including exotic Japanese 
asparagus beans and fresh edamame—all cut 


within hours of serving and bursting with flavor. 

Manzo observes that kitchen gardens 
allow restaurants to serve items that really 
aren't available otherwise. “Those particular 
heirloom tomatoes aren’t necessarily available 
through wholesalers, and so people who 
eat at Fresh Hamptons get something they 
can’t get elsewhere.” The majority of local 
produce served at Fresh is grown at Dale & 
Bette’s Farm, just down (Continued on page 44)

the road from the restaurant. 

Of course, planting and tending the 
garden is time-consuming and involves 
its own specialized skills—even the 
most enthusiastic chef wouldn’t have 
the time and energy to run a restaurant 
AND a garden. Like Phil Manzo at Fresh 
Hamptons, Jeff Negron helps plan and 
tend kitchen gardens for restaurants. 
Negron studied local planting and 
growing techniques with Dale Haubrich 
of Dale & Bette’s Farm. Negron began 
planting and tending kitchen gardens 
for area restaurants in 2009 on his own, 
when he founded The Growing Seed, his 
company that specializes in consulting 
for and providing on-site vegetable 
gardens for restaurants and schools. 
Negron sees kitchen gardens catching 
on at restaurants all over the East End. 


“It’s gaining a big foothold. Even if it’s Phil Manzo harvesting herbs at Fresh saeco 


just an herb garden, lots of restaurants 
are investing at least a small area in growing 
what they can,” says Negron. 

One of the gardens Negron maintains is the 
one-acre kitchen garden at Topping Rose House 
in Bridgehampton. In addition to providing 
freshness, the garden can help supplement 
what local farmers provide. 

“Salad greens are always handy, in case 
the farms run short,” Negron notes. “We’ve 
also devoted space to perennial berries— 
strawberries and other perennials—for use in 
dessert items. They help because they’re a little 
more ornamental than row crops.” Appearance 


is a consideration at Topping Rose as the 
garden there is part of the scenery for guests 
staying in the hotel attached to the restaurant. 

Negron has also been able to provide chefs 
with some unusual items from their own 
gardens. Last October, for example, Topping 
Rose harvested its first crop of cardoons—an 
edible thistle closely related to the artichoke. 
And in late March, he harvested over-wintered 
Brussels sprouts, which offered something truly 
unusual: freshly harvested local sprouts in the 
early spring. 

The Bridgehampton Inn is currently involved 


in a construction project, adding six 
guest rooms to its original six. Chef 
Arie Pavlou is ecstatic that, despite the 
construction, the Inn is able to maintain 
a small herb garden for his use. The herb 
garden was planted just about a month 
after the Inn opened its restaurant this 
past June. It had been a long-held dream 
of co-owner Sybille van Kempen to 
expand the Inn’s restaurant and to open 
it to the public. The Inn’s reliance on the 
most local ingredients available dates 
back many more years in that, when 
van Kempen’s mother and co-owner of 
the Inn, Anna Pump bought her first 
East End business, the Loaves & Fishes 
|. Gourmet Take-Out store in Sagaponack 
: in 1980, she immediately put in an onsite 
s herb and vegetable garden. 
2 Even restaurants that don’t have the 
adequate grounds for a kitchen garden 
are getting in on the act. At Muse in the 
Harbor in Sag Harbor, the ever resourceful 
Chef/Owner Matt Guiffrida has installed two 
raised beds adjacent to the restaurant’s patio 
and is growing herbs for use in the restaurant’s 
dishes and in their specialty cocktails. So diners 
at Muse can enjoy the freshest sage, oregano, 
mint, rosemary, lavender, thyme and dill. 

So next time you order up your mixed-green 
salad, don’t just ask if the greens are organic. 
Don’t just ask if they’re local. Don’t just ask 
when they were picked. Go ahead and ask to 
see the garden. Who knows—maybe they’ll let 
you pick your own salad. Now that’s fresh! @&

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Who’s Here

ob Balaban is a busy man these 

days. A veteran character 
actor on stage and screen, and a full- 
time resident of Bridgehampton, 
Balaban will soon be appearing 
in a limited-run Broadway revival 
of Edward Albee’s 1966 play A 
Delicate Balance, sharing the stage 
with Glenn Close and John Lithgow. 
He’s also gearing up to direct his 
next film—Balaban does quite a bit 
of directing of film and television— 
which is scheduled to begin filming 
in 2015 in Denmark. On top of 
this, Balaban has been designated 
this year’s Honorary Chairman of 
the Hamptons International Film 
Festival (HIFF). And he’s not just a 
figurehead. 

“My job as Honorary Chairman 
is to help raise money,” Balaban 
notes, which he does by, among 
other things, appearing at gala 
events and fundraising dinners— 
an effort that goes on continuously. 
As HIFF’s Honorary Chairman, 
Balaban is also teaming up with 
Amagansett’s Alec Baldwin to 
produce a trailer that will precede 
festival screenings. “We hope it 
will be creative and funny, and 
we're trying to do a few different 
versions, because it will show 
before every film and people will 
‘ see it over and over.” 

He shouldn’t worry about wearing 
-out his welcome, though. Balaban 
is an actor who audiences clearly don’t mind 
seeing over and over. He has appeared in close 
to 100 films and TV shows over the course of 
his career. A character actor in the true sense 
of the word, Balaban tends to play a very 
particular type of man—quiet, bookish, mild- 
mannered, meticulous, careful, thoughtful, 
maybe even a little timid. He’s the “brain,” and 
with few exceptions that’s how he’s appeared 
in films and on stage. One is now even tempted 
to refer to these as the “Bob Balaban” parts, 
as it’s hard to think of another contemporary 
actor who so perfectly inhabits these roles. 
And Balaban doesn’t seem to mind being 
typecast this way. 

“When I was 18 or 19 and first going into 
acting professionally,” he recalls, “a great 
actress about 30 years my senior—whom | 
considered a grande dame of the theatre—said 
to me ‘You will always get jobs when they 
need people who appear to be smart.” And 
though Balaban is quick to point out that he 
is “way less intellectual” than the characters 
he plays, he clearly has benefitted from that 
advice he received in his youth. He has worked 
steadily in film, starting in 1969 with a small but 
memorable part in Midnight Cowboy, in which 
he played a meek young student who pays the 
Jon Voight character for a sex act in a movie 
theater. Later roles in films like Catch-22 and 
Close Encounters of the Third Kind cemented his

image as a soft-spoken, bookish figure. 

“I was cast against type at least once, though,” 
Balaban points out. “In a rather good film 
from 1975 called Report to the Commissioner, 
I played a legless Vietnam veteran running 
around on a skateboard shouting at people.” 
Starting in the "90s, Balaban began appearing 
in the celebrated series of Christopher Guest 
mockumentaries, including Waiting for Guffman 
and Best in Show, where he got to use his 
improv skills. More recently, he has appeared 
in Wes Anderson’s films Moonrise Kingdom 
and The Grand Budapest Hotel, to his great 
delight. “Wes is a great human_ being 
to work with, and I hope to God I get to

do it again. If I could I would 
be in every one of his movies.” 

Balaban has also had an extensive 
stage career that has included 
parts in numerous groundbreaking 
plays by David Mamet as well as 
originating the role of Linus in the 
original Off-Broadway production 
of You’re a Good Man, Charlie 
Brown. His character Harry in 
Albee’s A Delicate Balance, which 
begins previews at the John 
Golden Theater on October 20 
before opening on November 20, 
is once again a quiet figure around 
whom swirl storms of dysfunction 
and chaos. 

While the characters he typically 
plays tend toward the quiet, retiring 
side, Balaban himself is obviously 
anything but meek—nobody who 
has accomplished as much as he 
has could possibly be so recessive. 
This is doubly true when it comes to 
directing films, where you have to 
take charge. Balaban first began to 
get behind the camera as a director 
in the early ’80s, working both in 
TV and in feature films. And his 

upcoming film will go on location 
in Denmark for a very good reason. 

“It’s called Gertrude and Claudius, 
and it’s sort of a prequel to 
Shakespeare’s Hamlet,” Balaban 
explains. “It’s based on a novel by 
John Updike, and of course it takes 
place in Denmark.” Meanwhile, 
Balaban recently finished 
directing two episodes of the 
Amazon series Alpha House starring John 
Goodman. 

While it might sound like Balaban must be 
constantly on the go to get so much done, he 
does relish spending downtime at his home 
in Bridgehampton. He enjoys the quiet, the 
changing seasons, and he does a lot of writing 
here—in addition to screenwriting, Balaban 
has written a series of children’s novels about 
a bionic dog named McGrowl. He and his wife 
have two grown daughters, who visit often. 

“I will say that one way to make sure that 
your grown children continue to visit you is to 
get a house in the Hamptons,” he laughs. 

Certainly his residence here has also fostered 
Balaban’s connection to the Hamptons 

International Film Festival. He has been on 
HIFF’s board for all of the organization’s 22-year 
history. In 1994, early in the festival’s history, 
Balaban submitted his film The Last Good Time, 
which he directed and for which he wrote the 
screenplay. The film, which featured Maureen 
Stapleton, brought a bit of star luster to HIFF 
and won the audience choice award that year. 
Since then, Balaban has worked continuously 
to boost the profile of the festival by inviting 
prominent actors, actresses and filmmakers to 
come. He clearly loves the festival. 

“I think it’s a wonderful thing, and I’ve tried 
to do anything that helps it along,” he says.

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SAG HARBOR: In the Street division of The American Planning 
Association’s 2014 Great Places in America, Sag Harbor’s Main Street 
has been named one of the top 10. 

The area identified by the APA runs nine blocks from Long Wharf 
south to Jermain Avenue. 

“Main Street has undergone many changes since its beginning in 1745, 
from a cosmopolitan global thoroughfare at the height of Sag Harbor’s 
whaling days in the 1820s and 1830s to its days as a scruffy blue-collar 
enclave in the 1950s,” the APA writes. “Today, village officials, business 
owners, residents, and visitors converge on Main Street as they go to 
work, do errands, shop, get coffee, eat a meal, or simply sit and watch 
the comings and goings of pedestrians, bicyclists and drivers.” 

The APA gives shout outs to the village’s planning board and board 
of historic preservation and architectural review. The association also 
credits citizen involvement for maintaining the historic character of 
Main Street despite rising real estate costs. 

New York’s Broadway also made the list, as did Congress Street in 
Portland, Maine; Pennsylvania Avenue in Washington, D.C.; and State 
Street in Santa Barbara, California. 


Cops: Armed, Machete-Wielding Men 
Raid House of Prostitution

Top New York Sommelier on North Fork Wines 


BY SHARON FEIEREISEN 


WwW e chatted with Garrett Smith, sommelier at the 
world-renowned, Michelin-starred restaurant 
Daniel in New York, about what to look for when 
shopping for North Fork wines. Daniel is of course 
owned by, and named for, Chef Daniel Boulud, a 
regular visitor to the East End. 


Can you highlight some of your favorite North 
Fork wines? : 

Bedell, Macari and Paumanok stand out. I think the 
wines of Macari and Bedell are excellent from the 
top to bottom of their respective portfolios. Their 
Chardonnays are a fond reminder of some Oregon 
examples, which have the cool-climate brightness to 
them but are touched with that California-esque hint 
of new oak, giving a supple roundness and warmth to 
them. For me, the most interesting wines from Long 
Island are always the Cabernet Franc-based wines, 
as this resilient grape was the one thing produced 
in Connecticut that I could stomach regularly. If you 
like fruit mixed with a subtle natural spice these 
wines are right up your alley. If you’re one who likes 
to hunt, roast up some pheasant or quail with herb-. 
roasted potatoes, it’s perfect. : 

Now, Paumanok makes some stellar still wines, but 
the one that I will always remember is their dessert- 
style Riesling. With a dessert of sautéed apples or 
honey glazed pears this is a perfect pairing. Not too 
often do we find a well-made Riesling with authentic 
botrytis-touched fruit. The “noble rot” gives an 


intense white flower and honeyed 
essence to the wines, while providing 


How do you assess quality? 
Quality is tricky. What’s good to 


concentrated acidity to balance that 
sweetness. 

The wines of the North Fork are 
largely of great value for consumers, as 
the production costs don’t approach 
those of California wines of similar 
quality. To get the best, you should 
always taste what’s in front of you and 
trust in local quality. No one wine is 
right for everyone, but I feel like there 
is one wine for each person to enjoy in 
the North Fork wine region. 


What are the most important skills 
that a sommelier needs? 

Wine is an ever-changing creature. 
It’s always fascinated me that if I open a bottle 
tonight, as opposed to tomorrow, the taste could 
be infinitely different. Food and wine together are 
beautiful because every single person on this planet 
has a different palate. A sommelier should have a 
firm grasp on a chef’s menu and be able to come up 
with at least one safe pairing in a millisecond. They 
should know their own list in and out in terms of the 
flow and not be fumbling through pages. | find the 
role of a sommelier is becoming more prominent in 
society and with that comes the fright of asking for 
help; there’s no judgment—it doesn’t matter if your 
needs are for a $25 or a $26,000 wine. There is no 
better. It’s just what you like.

“me might be garbage to my coworker 
whose palate is completely different. 
That said it’s important that I make 
sure every bottle ] open is free of flaws.

I’ve had guests ask for 
a wine recommendation who have never had wine 
before. Panic? Nope. I ask them how they like their 
lemonade. I happen to love lemonade, mine more 
sweet but also tart. That, to me, would lead me to 
a richer style of Riesling because of the acidity and 
sweetness. I would advise any wine rookie to think of 
what they may have had before, even the most basic 
descriptors like full or light-bodied, sweet or dry, and 
to have a budget in mind. 4B.

An Evening at Zum Schneider Montauk

t’s October, and that means it’s time for 

Oktoberfest. Over in Munich, the revelers cheered 
as the new Birgermeister stepped up and tapped 
the ceremonial beer barrel with three swings of the 
hammer—not bad for his first time. Meanwhile, out 
here on the East End the folks are looking for a place 
to order up a big plate of wurst or sauerbraten and 
celebrate that German spirit. 

Zum Schneider Montauk, an outpost of the New 
York City-based biergarten, is a place to do that. In 
Montauk, it’s a family-oriented, relaxed place with 
lots of German beers on tap and a reliable list of 
German specialties on the menu. It’s casual enough 
for kids, and youngsters certainly love the food: no 
question about it, a wurst is a lot like a fancy hot dog.

Rostbratwurst with sauerkraut and kartoffelsalat 


The very fact that a pale derivative of the mighty 
wurst, one of Germany’s signature foods, long ago 
devolved into the American hot dog probably helps 
account for German cuisine’s low reputation in the 
U.S., and partially explains the dearth of German 
restaurants. At first glance, it all might seem like 
a selection of fancy frankfurters. But anyone who 
has eaten German food in Germany—sampled the 
Schaufele at Heilig-Geist-Spital in Nuremburg, or 
savored tiny Rostbratwurst three to a roll with sharp 
mustard—will tell you the same thing: German food 
can be AMAZING. 

It’s all in the details. Kasespatzle, tiny little 
dumplings baked with butter and onions and cream 
and Gruyere, is food fit for the gods. Zwiebelkuchen, 
an amazingly tasty, eggy onion tart seasoned with 
caraway, is one of the best comfort foods in the 
world. Even sauerkraut becomes compulsively 
edible when prepared in the right ee 
seasoned, and simmered in stock. 

Zum Schneider in Montauk gets some of these 
details right, as a recent visit revealed. A plate of 
Niirnberger bratwirst’l was six of those tasty little 
sausages, nicely roasted, with generous dollops of 
two different kinds of mustard—the sharper, hotter 
mustard was perfect for making these puppies pop. 

These were preceded by the Reiberdatschi, an 
appetizer of tender potato pancakes which were 
filling, although the accompanying applesauce 
seemed to be straight off-the-shelf. 

Better was the kasespAtzle, a substantial plate of 
this homey pleaser served with a side salad dressed

in a mustard honey vinaigrette. The kasespatzle 
was tasty, in this case studded with morsels of 
bacon, and the mustard dressing on the salad was a 
welcome detail. 

Of course, the most important ingredient for an 
authentic Oktoberfest is BEER, the national beverage 
of Germany. Zum Schneider Montauk has a wide 
variety of German beers on tap and in bottles, from 
the lighter varieties, like the refreshing kélsch (a 
regional beer style made in Cologne), to the heavier 
doppelbock. Or, for something truly exotic, try 
the smoky rauchbier, a Bavarian specialty from 
Bamberg. Prost! Gi.

Gilbert Gottfried Takes Suffolk Theater Oct. 17 


BY BRENDAN J. O’REILLY 


AS and comedian Gilbert Gottfried’s career had 
a number of false starts before his unmistakable 
voice became ubiquitous in pop culture. 

“The big breaks ended up not being big breaks— 
setbacks if anything,” Gottfried says during a recent 
phone interview. 

He was cast in a television pilot, but the show wasn’t 
picked up. “Then years later I got Saturday Night Live, 
which turned out to be a really bad experience, 
because it was right after the original cast,” he says. 
“You don’t want to be the replacement. ... It was like 
in the middle of Beatlemania to say, ‘We’re getting 
rid of John, Paul, George and Ringo, and we've got 
four other idiots.”” He spent one season at SNL. 

“My next big break was Alan Thicke was coming 
to America with the show that was going to knock 
Johnny Carson off the air,” he says. “That was Thicke 
of the Night—and we all remember what a tremendous 
hit that was.” 

Then in 1987, things started to go Gottfried’s way. 

Some folks from MTV saw his -stand-up act at 
Catch a Rising Star in New York and invited him to 
come in the next day for an audition. “I came there 
completely unprepared and started improvising,” 
he says. MTV cut up his audition tape and made 
promos. “They started running it all day.” People 
on the street began recognizing him as the guy from 
MTV. “And then I called them up and said, ‘Should I 
be getting paid anything for this?’”” MTV threw him 


a few hundred dollars. Though it wasn’t lucrative 
monetarily, being on MTV paid off. 

Bill Cosby liked what he saw on MTV—and he even 
liked his work on Thicke of the Night—so he gave 
Gottfried a guest role on The Cosby Show. “That was 
a tremendous break,” Gottfried says. 

He was also cast in Beverly Hills Cop Il as a financial 
manager who Eddie Murphy cons. “Everybody 
started talking about that scene,” Gottfried says. 
People called it “a scene stealing cameo.” 

It was five years later that he voiced the parrot 
Iago in Aladdin, cementing his voice acting career. 

Gottfried says his distinctive voice isn’t something 
he worked on. “It’s a funny thing—when people 
ask about it—because I never consciously thought 
about it one way or another,” he says. “It just sort 
of developed over a certain period of time.” He 
compares the question to asking someone, “‘Hey, 
you know the way you walk and the way you sip from 
your cup of coffee? How did you come up with that? 
It just sort of happened.” 

Gottfried is now lending his voice to a new podcast, 
titled Gilbert Gottfried’s Amazing Colossal Podcast, 
focused on the Golden Age of Hollywood. Movies 
from that era inspired him to get into showbiz. 

“When I grew up, I remember television didn’t 
have that many stations,” Gottfried says. “And I 
always say, ‘Back then the best film school in the 
country was in your living room.” 

As a kid in Brooklyn, Gottfried found himself 
enthralled by gangster films, silent movies, musicals 


and variety shows. “I started imitating people that | 
saw on television from the old movies and from the 
TV shows,” he says. Then, when he was just 15 years 
old, his sister’s friend suggested bringing him to an 
open mic at The Bitter End in Greenwich Village. 

“I don’t know if I did well, or I was just too stupid 
to know I bombed,” he says. 

He’s now 59, living in Manhattan, and still 
performing stand-up all over, in between acting gigs. 

Gottfried is calling from Los Angeles, where he 
did a one-day shoot for a Penn Jillette movie. “I flew 
from New York, to Canada to Los Angeles and now 
I’m heading back to New York,” he says, lamenting 
his jet lag and sounding drowsy rather than like the 
excitable guy he is on stage. 

Frequent travel is old hat for this veteran comic. It 
gets hard to keep track of all the places he has been. 

“I performed all over Long Island, although I never 
remember where or when,” Gottfried admits. “There 
are clubs | swear I’ve never been to, and then I go 
there and see I’ve signed their walls.” 

But he says with confidence that he has never 
performed on the East End, so October 17 in 
Riverhead will mark his debut. 

“Just come see me,” he advises those looking for 
something to do that day. “Or, if you want to just buy 
a ticket and not show up, that’s fine too.” ga

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Judy Carmichael Returns Home to Bay Street

ag Harbor-based jazz pianist Judy Carmichael, 

dubbed “Stride” by the late Count Basie, travels 
all over the world, appearing at the top jazz venues 
and international jazz festivals. She also hosts 
her own NPR show—Jazz Inspired—for which she 
interviews prominent people about the role of jazz 
in their lives. And now she’s taken on a few more 
roles, recently branching out into singing and, with 
her longtime saxophonist Harry Allen, even writing 
songs. 

On Friday, October 10 at 8 p.m., Carmichael will be 
back in her beloved Sag Harbor performing at one of 
her favorite venues—Bay Street Theater. Carmichael 
has been associated with this intimate space from 
early in its history. 

“I was the first music ever presented there back 
when they were just doing plays after they first 
opened,” she recalls. Back then, Carmichael was 
sticking to the stride piano that-she’s most known 
for, the bouncy style of the ’20s and ’30s that brings 
to mind speakeasies and exuberant dances like 
the Charleston. You still get plenty of that with 
Carmichael these days—a guaranteed good time— 
but you get a lot more. Since she’s started singing 
in her shows, she’s been able to evoke a greatly 
expanded world of emotions.

Judy Carmichael plays stride—and more! 


“What I like is that singing has broadened my 
musical palette,” says Carmichael. “I can go farther 
harmonically and stylistically.” This can be heard 
on her latest CD, the gorgeous / Love Being Here 
With You, on which Carmichael brings sincerity and 
heartfelt emotions to songs like “Say It Isn’t So” and 
“If Dreams Come True,” timeless standards that have 
little to do with the “party music” sound of stride 
piano. 

“I could have adapted the songs to the stride 
style, it’s been done before” notes Carmichael. “But 
then you’d miss the meaning of the lyrics.” Adding a 
bouncy stride bass tends to turn everything into a 
dance, which might not suit the mood of a song or its 
lyrics. Carmichael still likes to have a rollicking good 
time on stage—that party will never be over—but 
she’s not now, nor has she ever been, a stride purist. 

“The truth is, | never saw myself as retro or a 
‘stride player,’ a sort of costume act” she explains. “I 
just like good music.” And now, with her collaborator 
Harry Allen providing the music and Carmichael the 
lyrics, she’s actually getting into writing music—and 
she’s thrilled about it. 

‘T've always loved language, and I love clever, 
funny lyrics,” explains Carmichael. “I thought I could 
do that.” At Bay Street, she’ll play her song “My 
Manhattan,” a witty semi-autobiographical song 
about a West Coast girl moving to New York. 

What has surprised Carmichael more is her 
relative comfort writing more romantic lyrics. 


“Harry’s melodies are so lush and beautiful, they 
don’t really lend themselves to humorous words,” 
says Carmichael. But her poetic lyrics for Allen’s 
melody in the song “I Can See Forever” prove that 
Carmichael can write serious songs as well as clever 
songs. It’s another milestone in a career that has 
seen many. 

Carmichael has also recently reached a milestone 
in her radio career. Her radio show Jazz Inspired has 
been on the air for 15 years, and she’s celebrating by 
airing some of her favorite interviews. Listeners can 
look forward to revisiting shows Carmichael taped 
with Roy Scheider, E.L. Doctorow, Robert Redford, 
Christopher Guest and others, all talking about the 
importance of jazz to their own artistic lives. 

Carmichael is excited about her upcoming Bay 
Street show. She will be joined by Chris Flory on 
guitar, Pat O’Leary on bass and Tom Melito on 


guitar. The October 10 show is part of Bay Street’s 
Columbus Day weekend “Three Nights of Divas” 
series. The series, produced by Gary Hygom, starts 
with Carmichael on Friday. On Saturday, October

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G.E. Smith Brings Guitar Mastery to Bay Street

est known for leading the Saturday Night Live 

Band for a decade, and being one of the world’s 
greatest sidemen, Amagansett guitarist G.E. Smith is 
presenting an exciting evening of music at Bay Street 
Theater in Sag Harbor on Saturday, October 18. 

Led by Smith, “Masters of the Telecaster with 
G.E. Smith and More” features additional guitar 
by Larry Campbell and Jim Weider, as well as 
special guest singer-songwriter Taylor Barton. The 
quartet has a long history of playing with one 
another at different times, though not necessarily all 
together, and their chemistry will be nothing short of 
amazing on stage. 

“One of the best gigs I ever played in my life was 
me and Larry [Campbell],” Smith says, not long after 
pointing out that he has played with a long list of 
rock royals, including Bob Dylan, Roger Waters (on 
his recent “The Wall Live” world tour), Hall & Oates 
and Mick Jagger. “I’ve known Larry forever,” he adds 
of his friend and musical compadre—Campbell is 
a masterful studio musician who has also played 
alongside greats such as Dylan, Sheryl Crow, Levon 
Helm, B.B. King and others of that caliber. 


The quartet has a long history 
of playing with one another, and 
their chemistry will be nothing short 
of amazing on stage. 

Jim Weider, of course, is famous for being The 


Band’s sole guitarist from 1985 to 1999, but he 
too is an accomplished studio musician who has 


performed and recorded with Bob Weir, Graham 
Parker and Keith Richards, to name a few. 

Barton, the night’s special guest performer, is 
Smith’s wife and an acclaimed songwriter who has 
played with the likes of Dylan, Jerry Garcia and Neil 
Young, not to mention her guitar god husband. 

“My wife is a great singer and songwriter. She 
comes up with interesting chords,” Smith says, 
pointing out that he’s lucky to have Barton in 
the night’s lineup because Bay Street is close to 
their Amagansett home, where the couple and their 
12-year-old daughter live year round. Otherwise she 
probably wouldn’t make the appearance. 

“I’ve done a lot of different stuff,” Smith says of 
his storied career, while explaining what makes 
“Masters of the Telecaster” so special. “This is 
different because it focuses on the guitar playing... 
It’s really about the music.” 

Fans coming to the show can expect to see, and 
hear, all four musicians shredding away together, but 
Smith notes that it’s no self-indulgent jam. They will 
play through a well-rehearsed set of songs with full 
band accompaniment. Of course, in the structure of 
those songs, Smith says, “We might get into a pretty 
good jam.” 

Campell, Weider and Smith are all well known 
for playing Fender Telecaster guitars—hence the 
“Masters of the Telecaster” moniker. The classic 
model was Smith’s very first, and Fender has since 
produced a Telecaster under his name.. 

“My mom bought me a Telecaster for my 11th 
birthday,” Smith says, explaining the guitar’s “bright, 
twangy sound.” But the guitar is versatile, he adds. 
“That’s a particular sound that’s been on thousands 
of famous recordings.” A Telecaster can also produce 
“warm, sweet, nasty” sounds—‘It can be anything,” 
Smith adds.

Saturday’s “Masters of the Telecaster” show is the 
second in a series, which will continue with Smith, 
Weider and Campbell in Sellerville, Pennsylvania 
on Sunday. The guitarists played their first show at 
the Iridium in New York City, where the trio played 
in front of a large crowd on September 25 and 26. 
“There were people from all over the world,” Smith 
says. “It went real well,” 

Smith hopes to present more music events at Bay 
Street, especially during the offseason. If “Masters 
of the Telecaster” is a success, the guitarist says he 
could really “get something going” at the theater. 
“The winter is real long,” he says, “I could bring all 
sorts of people.” ga

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From Louisiana to LI: Can’t Go Home Again?

“y'all” get some “boudin” 
to chow down, and, “mais,” 
settle in with Ken Wheaton’s 
engaging new work of fiction, 
Sweet As Cane, Salty As Tears 
(Open Road). The novel, the 
third for this Southampton 
College graduate, whose first 
job after college was working 
on the Montauk Pioneer, is a 
funny, sharply observed look 
at rural Cajun culture and family. It is told from the 
point of view of defensive, embittered 50-year old 
Katie-Lee Fontenot, who ran away to New York from 
Opelousas, Louisiana (“to escape home, escape 
pain, escape death”). Now, 30 years later, she’s 
about to return for a sister’s funeral, ambivalent and 
confused. Wheaton, 41, whose Long Island resumé 
also includes working at Suffolk Life newspapers 
for a while and delivering pizza for La Pizzaiola in 
Southampton, won student writing contests at Long 
Island University. In Sweet as Cane he gets various 
female voices down perfectly. Dave Barry, in a back- 


jacket biurb, says of an earlier Wheaton novel: “I had 


several drinks with the author at a party, and based 
on that experience, I would rank this novel right up 
there with anything by Marcel Proust.” 

Wheaton, who is the managing editor of the trade 
magazine Advertising Age, and lives in Brooklyn (like 
Katie-Lee), comes from Opelousas. This is where 
his story begins, after a short prologue in which 
Katie-Lee (now Katherine) fitfully recalls childhood 
sweet potato sharecropper days in Grand Prairie, 
LA (‘an old house built of cypress planks and tar 
paper”), living with Mama and Daddy, her older 
brother Kurt Junior (shattered from Vietnam), three 
sisters (“Karla-Jean, Kendra Sue, and Karen Anne”) 
and a younger brother, Joey. The prologue hints at 
- the dysfunction of the family and also at the tragedy 
to come—a horrific accident involving Joey. Joey, 
who wanted to be a “K” like his siblings, changed his 
name one day, with Kathie-Lee’s help. He became 
Kane, “sweet as sugarcane.” 


“Sweet as Cane, Salty as Tears” is 
a new work of fiction from a 
Southampton College graduate and 
former “Montauk Pioneer” editor. 


Wheaton invests Katie-Lee with an irascible but 
affectionate authenticity, letting her reveal herself 
in dialogue and interior monologue: “There I stand 
in a bathroom stall with a volcano’s worth of rage 
and nowhere to direct it. I feel like an idiot, like a 
cartoon character with steam spitting out of my ears 
and my hair on fire. | lean my head against the stall 
door. Footsteps approach. ‘Is, uh, everything, uh, 
okay?’ someone asks sheepishly. I don’t recognize 
the shoes—some sort of stylish sneaker—or the 
young voice. ...‘Does it sound like everything’s okay?’ 
‘Sorry, the voice says, then makes for the door. 
‘Bitch,’ she mutters, just loud enough for me to hear. 
‘You didn’t wash your hands!’ | yell after her.” Katie- 
Lee puts people off: co-workers, girlfriends who meet 
her for drinks, and, for sure, family in Opelousas. For 
all her time up North, however, she’s still southern 
at heart. Of her job writing headlines at an ad agency, 
she says it’s the “stupidest thing in the world to be 
doing, stupider than teeth on a chicken.” 

Moving back and forth between Opelousas and 
New York, Wheaton lets Katie-Lee summon up 
sniping family fights and passionate adolescent 
days, including her first love and intended husband, 
Lawrence (with whom she’s had no contact since she 


left Louisiana). She did get married, 
but divorced Howie, a decent type, 
because she was bored. In many 
ways, though, she realizes he was 
her best friend. “Why can’t there be 
a happy medium for those of us who 
don’t want husbands or children, but 
who don’t want to die alone?” The 
recollections are certainly Proustian 
in the way they turn on sensual 
prompts. Katie-Lee still remembers 
making out with Lawrence, the “smell 
of the trees and his sweat. And that 
damn Bronco. That ugly, beautiful 
white steed, that musty, dusty thing 
with the splitting seats, the close air, 
redolent with motor oil and boy.” 
Wheaton nicely expands Sweet as 


Cane into a societal critique on the 
way all ages are addicted to social 
media, even as they are “friended” by 
others. As Howie says to Katie-Lee, 
“You hadn’t updated your Facebook 
status since the airport,” where he 
just saw her, “so I thought you might 
be dead or something.” Wheaton 
does settings well, past and present— 
the old Greyhound Bus terminal, the 
bar scene for single women in New 
York, the dehumanizing modern 
workplace. But it’s his evocation of 
family that really impresses—the 
coming together of generations after 
years of estrangement, indifference 
and hostility—and the discovery that 
you can, kinda, go home again. ga.

3 quarts Heinz cider vinegar 

1/2 pound Colman’s dry mustard. 

Note: it is best to remove one heaping teaspoon 
of mustard, as the full 1/2 pound makes the pickle 
too strong 

1 once turmeric 

1 ounce celery seed 

2 pounds granulated sugar 

1 cup all-purpose flour 


Using a kettle (enamel or stainless steel large 
enough to hold the above cut-up vegetables) make 
salt brine strong enough to float an egg. Put the cut-up 
vegetables (except the peppers and any jarred ones) 
in the brine and leave overnight. In the morning, 
drain and add the peppers, (anything jarred also), 
vinegar, sugar, and spices. Bring mixture to a boil. 
Reserve 1/2 pint of vinegar and use it to mix the flour 
and mustard into a smooth paste. Stir the mustard/ 
flour paste into the vegetables while boiling. Stir 
vigorously while doing this. Boil the mixture half an 
hour, stirring occasionally. A soft boil is sufficient. 
Pack into sterile jars while hot and cap. Process in a 
water bath for 15 minutes. 


If you use an enamel pot, take care not to boil 
the mixture too vigorously as it will tend to stick to 
the pot. 


This pickle is great to have on hand and makes a 
wonderful gift. You will not find anything like it on 
the grocery shelf. It is an “old time” recipe.

rive through any of the villages or towns in 

the Hamptons, and it is clear to see that a 
building boom is in full swing. There is barely a 
road that does not have some type of construction. 
The communities on the East End have always 
enjoyed a broad diversity of architectural styles, 
and that is the case during this boom of transitional 
architecture, which combines elements of traditional 
and contemporary design. 

Traditional shingle style architecture has long 
been the favored style of design on the East End, 
dating back to the early summer colony era. All the 
greatest architects of that time, legends like Stanford 
White, Delano & Aldrich and David Adler, had their 
lavish designs built out here for the new American 
aristocracy—buildings that still grace our streets and 
remind us of another era. Traditional architecture is 
easy to understand, it has that familiar feel, and it fits 
well within the existing community of homes. 

Contemporary architecture has also found a place 
out here, and it fits equally well into the vistas of 
the East End. Charles Gwathmey heralded the post- 
modern movement in the early ’60s, though early 
examples of Deco and Bauhaus architecture date 
back to the 1920s. When Gwathmey designed and 
built his parents’ house in Amagansett in 1965, he 
ignited an era of post-modern architecture that has

even perfected, in the work of Robert 
A.M. Stern, Newell Jacobsen and other 
noted architects. 

This new building boom has seen a 
trend toward transitional architecture— 
homes that have the familiar feeling of 
a traditional style but that also have 
the best of contemporary architectural 
components. The home’s flow, its 
siting and ample use of light are the 
keys to a successful project. Many new 
transitional homes are being built with 
favorite old building materials, such as 
blue stone terraces, cedar shingle walls 
and standing seam metal roofs. But these 
new homes differ from their traditional 
neighbors in that they have larger glass 
openings. While they look familiar, they 
are neither traditional nor modern. As 
we all strive to express our differences 
as individuals, these home both fit into 
any neighborhood and yet stand on their 
own as special. 

Creating a transitional home, or any 
style of home, requires that homeowners 
go through the design process with an 
architect and the design/building team 
to create a unique space. People seek 
homes that reflect their personal values 
and sense of presence; a home that will 
separate them from the ordinary. Anyone 
who has ever experienced a home designed by noted 

_contemporary architect Norman Jaffe can attest to 
the power of a grand vision, as he understood how 
people live on and with the land. You don’t have to 
travel far to see some amazing homes designed by 
The New York Five—Peter Eisenman, Michael Graves, 
Charles Gwathmey, John Hejduk and Richard Meier.
